To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Thorne  Rural  District  Council 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  the  Annual  Health 
Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1968. 

The  number  of  registered  live  births  in  the  area  was  842  ,a  slight  de¬ 
crease  from  the  record  figure  of  last  year.  The  birth  rate  of  21.2  per  1,000 
population  is  still  well  above  that  of  the  County  and  the  Countm^as  a  whole 
The  population  of  the  area  continues  to  grow  and  the  latest  estimated  figure 
for  the  mid  year  is  now  approaching  40,000. 

The  deaths  of  children  under  1  year  of  age  have  fallen  to  21  compared 
with  24  the  previous  year,  giving  a  rate  of  24.9  per  thousand  live  births,  a 
reasonably  satisfactory  figure. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  numbered  351,  giving  a  crude 
death  rate  of  8.8  per  thousand  population  the  same  as  the  previous  year. 
Deaths  from  lung  cancer  numbered  25  of  which  24  occurred  in  males,  this 
figure  is  high  and  represents  the  failure  of  repeated  warnings  to  reduce  the 
smoking  of  cigarettes. 

With  regard  to  infectious  disease,  the  expected  increase  in  cases  of 
meases  notified  duly  occurred  and  reached  a  total  of  327.  It  will  be  interest¬ 
ing  to  note  how  the  recent  availability  of  vaccination  against  this  disease  will 
a  Sect  future  figures.  The  number  of  new  notifications  of  tuberculosis  was  6 
with  one  death,  a  low  figure  comparing  favourably  with  previous  years. 

The  various  personal  health  services  have  continued  their  development 
notably  the  Wardens  Scheme  for  the  visiting  of  the  elderly  where  the  service 
has  now  reached  its  approved  establishment  of  40  wardens  who  during  the 
year  visited  693  aged  persons,  making  over  150,000  visits.  This  service  has 
now  proved  its  worth  as  the  flow  of  information  from  the  wardens  to  the 
central  office  ensures  the  constantly  varying  needs  of  the  aged  become  known 
at  an  early  stage  and  can  receive  attention.  No  further  extension  of  this 
service  is  at  present  possible  due  to  the  restriction  of  expenditure  by  the 
County  Council;  the  area  was  fortunate  in  that  its  initial  programme  was 
completed  before  this  restriction  came  into  effect. 

During  the  year  opportunity  was  taken  to  re-organise  the  work  of  the 
Home  Nursing  Sisters  by  attaching  them  to  specific  general  practitioners  in 
the  same  way  as  the  district  midwives.  No  difficulties  were  encountered  and  the 
scheme  is  now  working  smoothly. 

In  common  with  most  other  areas  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand 
for  persons  to  be  registered  as  child  minders  caring  for  pre-school  children 
of  working  mothers.  At  the  year  end  there  were  five  such  groups  in  opera¬ 
tion  including  one  play  group  under  unofficial  supervision. 

In  view  of  the  inherent  dangers  in  this  situation  new  legislation  was 
issued  during  the  year  and  the  revised  standards  will  come  into  operation  in 
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1969.  All  the  groups  in  this  area  are  considered  to  have  adequate  standards 
and  providing  a  worthwhile  service. 

The  new  County  Clinic  at  Moorends  was  duly  completed  and  is  now  in 
full  operation  and  provides  much  improved  accommodation  for  the  services 
and  personnel  involved. 

Some  discussion  and  detailed  planning  has  taken  place  regarding  the 
major  project  of  the  Thorne  Health  Centre  although  no  date  has  yet  been 
fixed  for  its  final  approval  and  issue  of  the  building  contract. 

Much  discussion  took  place  during  the  year  with  general  practitioners 
for  fthe  computerisation  of  the  immunisation  programmes  against  infectious 
diseases,  and  the  great  majority  of  practitioners  have  agreed  to  join  the  scheme 
which  will  commence  in  January  1969. 

This  should  result  in  a  higher  proportion  of  children  being  immunised 
and  decrease  some  of  the  detailed  boring  work  of  record  filing  in  the  local 
offices. 

The  large  District  Hospital  at  Doncaster  including  the  large  maternity 
unit  were  almost  completed  during  the  year  and  co-operation  between  this, 
the  General  Practitioners  and  Health  Department  has  continued  to  improve 
and  has  now  reached  a  high  level.  It  is  earnistly  hoped  that  when  the  reports 
on  the  re-organisation  of  the  health  services  and  local  government  are 
published  nothing  will  occur  to  disrupt  this  essential  co-operation  so  pain¬ 
stakingly  built  up  over  the  years. 

During  the  year  the  whole  staff  have  continued  to  give  me  their  loyal 
support  for  which  I  would  like  to  record  my  sincere  thanks,  with  a  special 
word  for  my  Chief  Clerk,  Mr.  Howitt,  who  has  been  responsible  for  compiling 
the  detail  of  this  report.

Each  applicant  for  a  bed  is  visited  at  home  by  a  midwife  who  discusses 
the  possibility  of  a  home  confinement  and  if  it  is  felt  to  be  unsuitable, 
application  for  a  bed  is  then  recommended.

From  the  above  it  will  be  observed  that  of  live  births  48  survived  the 
initial  period  of  28  days. 

Of  the  infants  born  alive  at  home  3  were  removed  to  hospital  care. 

The  number  of  premature  live  births  (61)  shows  a  decrease  from  the 
previous  year’s  figure  of  68. 

During  1966  the  County  Council  purchased  a  supply  of  the  new  type  of 
incubator,  specially  adapted  for  use  in  the  County  Council  ambulances.  An 
incubator  is  kept  at  the  Ambulance  Depot,  Bentley,  and  constantly  kept  at 
a  set  temperature  for  immediate  use  when  called  for  by  either  the  midwife  or 
general  practitioner;  on  arrival  at  the  infant’s  home,  the  incubator  is  already 
warm  and  kept  at  the  proper  temperature  during  the  journey  to  hospital. 
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CARE  OF  THE  UNMARRIED  MOTHER  AND  HER  CHILD 

During  the  year  there  were  66  illegitimate  live  births  registered  as 
compared  with  69  the  previous  year. 

Unmarried  mothers  receive  special  consideration  and  every  help  is  given 
to  them,  in  many  cases  the  County  Council  accept  financial  responsibility  to 
enable  the  mother  to  have  her  child  in  a  Mother  and  Baby  Home.

Certain  amendments  were  made  to  the  above  Act  during  1968  in 
consequence  of  the  Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act,  1968.  The  County 
Council  were  considering  the  implications,  and  are  to  introduce  revised 
standards  for  child  minders  during  1969.  Details  will  appear  in  next  year’s 
report. 
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HOME  HELP  SERVICE 
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From  the  table  provided,  it  is  interesting;  to  note  the  overall  position  that, 
during  1968  26  more  cases  than  the  previous  year  received  service  and  yet 

the  hours  worked  were  in  fact  3412  less. 

With  regard  to  the  aged  65  years  -  J  over  category,  an  increase  of  35  in 
the  number  of  cases  is  noted,  although  the  total  service  received  was  3195  hours 
less  than  the  previous  year.  This  fact  is  probably  accounted  for  by  the 
extension  of  the  Thorne  Rural  District  Council  Warden  Scheme,  covering  the 
whole  district,  where  the  aged  population  receive  a  daily  visit,  and  in  many 
instances  enabling  a  slight  reduction  in  the  home  help  service  hours. 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  Warden  Scheme,  many  more  aged  persons 
have  become  aware  of  the  help  that  can  be  provided  under  the  home  help 
service. 

The  continued  decrease  in  the  maternity  cases  assisted  is  still  due  to 
reluctance  on  part  of  applicants  to  pay  for  the  service,  although  a  special 
attendance  allowance  is  paid  through  the  Ministry  of  Social  Security  for  this 
service. 

During  the  year  all  cases  have  been  constantly  reviewed  and  changes  in 
service  arranged  according  to  need. 

The  approved  basic  establishment  of  equivalent  whole-time  home  helps 
fm  this  area  was  increased  in  1966  to  26  per  week,  and  upon  application  to 
the  County  reserve  pool  an  average  increase  of  12.25  per  week  was  granted 
for  1968,  an  increase  of  .50  in  the  previous  year. 

On  the  basis  of  hours  work:d  during  the  year,  the  number  of  home  helps 
that  could  have  been  employed  weekly  on  a  40  hour  basis  was  36.38  as 
compared  with  38.32  the  previous  year.

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Nursing  Services 
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HEALTH  VISITING 


The  establishment  of  Health  Visitors  for  .he  area  is  8.  Since  1965, 
however,  when  three  Kealtn  Visitors  retired,  omy  one  replacement  has  so  far 
been  made,  this  being  in  June  1966. 

An  increasing  amount  of  work  has  fallen  upon  Health  Visitors  over  the 
past  years,  and  additional  help  has  ha  J  to  be  obtained  by  the  appointment  of 
three  temporary  part-time  Assistant  to  relieve  at  the  many  clinic  sessions  held 
each  week. 

All  babies  visited  by  a  Health  Vis;tor  for  the  first  time  have  a 
phenylketonuria  test,  and  during  1968  of  ail  the  810  babies  visited  no  positive 

cases  were  found. 

New  babies  also  receive  the  Ortolani  Test,  and  during  1968  two  confirmed 
cases  were  found. 

All  Health  Visitors  are  now  specially  trained  for  the  ascertainment  of 
any  hearing  loss  in  very  young  infants  at  approximately  nine  months  of  age, 
also  re-examination  if  in  doubt. 

Examinations  for  this  purpose  are  undertaken  at  special  sessions  at  the 
Child  Welfare  Centres.  During  the  year  599  tests  were  carried  out. 

Arranaements  were  put  in  hand  for  all  children  born  on  and  aftei  1st  July, 
1968,  to  be  recorded  in  the  County  Council  computer  with  a  view  to  forward¬ 
ing  appointments  to  parents  for  their  children  to  attend  Centres  for  screen 
testing,  at  varying  intervals,  prior  to  being  admitted  to  school.

The  first  appointments  to  be  issued  are  due  ir  March  1969,  and  in  next 
year’s  report  1  shall  be  able  to  comment  further  on  this  scheme.

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MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 

The  establishment  of  County  Coun  cil  domiciliary  midwives  for  this  area 
is  ten. 

Working  relations  between  the  midwives  and  general  practitioners  are 
excellent.  It  was  in  January  1964  that  arrangements  were  made  for  each  midwife 
on  the  staff  to  be  attached  to  a  general  practitioner,  and  this  has  worked 
extremely  well. 

Each  midwife  attends  weekly  the  general  practitioner’s  ante-natal  clinic, 
thus  giving  a  first  class  relationship  between  patient,  doctor  and  midwife. 
Midwives  attended  469  sessions  during  the  year.

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TUBERCULOSIS  —  PREVENTION  OF,  CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE 


The  work  of  the  department  directed  towards  the  prevention  of,  and  the 
care  and  after  care  of  patients  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  has  continued 
throughout  the  year. 

Patients  from  this  area  now  attend  the  Chest  Clinic  at  the  Doncaster 
Royal  Infirmary,  being  under  the  care  of  the  Hospital  Board  Chest  Physician. 

Health  Visitors  visit  patients  in  their  homes  ensuring  that  treatment 
advised  is  continued  with,  and  that  the  general  care  and  welfare  of  the  patient 
is  maintained. 

During  the  year  there  were  6  new  cases  notified  as  compared  with  5  the 
previous  year.  From  the  6  new  cases,  32  contacts  were  found  and  all  referred 
to  the  Chest  Clinic. 

During  the  year  99  visits  were  made  by  Health  Visitors  and  District 
Nursing  Sisters  to  tuberculous  households. 

Details  of  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  contacts  undertaken  by  the  Chest

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CHIROPODY  SERVICE 


The  County  Council  scheme  covers  persons  of  pensionable  age,  physically 
handicapped  persons  and  expectant  mothers.

I  would  comment  on  the  increase  in  the  service  at  Dunscroft,  Stainforth 
and  Moorends  where  180  aged  persons  received  715  treatments  as  compared 
with  128  patients  receiving  653  treatments  the  previous  year. 

The  increase  in  service  is  considered  to  be  due  to  increased  publicity 
early  in  the  year  of  the  facilities  available  in  this  service. 

All  cases  for  domiciliary  treatment  are  personally  visited  by  the  Health 
Visitor  before  being  approved,  and  periodically  reviewed. 

CONVALESCENT  HOME  TREATMENT

patients  of  all  ages  convalescence  for  those  in  need,  and  whom  it  is  felt  after 
such  a  period  of  convalescence  would  be  able  to  return  to  their  former  way 
of  life. 

Applications  must  be  supported  by  the  patient’s  own  doctor  and  after 
consideration  the  final  decision  is  made  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

All  patients  going  on  convalescence  are  assessed  according  to  their 
financial  circumstances. 

During  the  year  one  patient  proceeded  to  the  Semon  Convalescent  Home, 
llkley. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  —  SECTION  47 

During  1968  no  cases  were  removed  under  the  above  Act. 


CARE  OF  THE  AGED  —  HARD  OF  HEARING 

The  Hospital  Board  make  available  batteries  for  issue  to  persons  who  are 
inconvenienced  by  infirmity  and  disability,  through  the  County  Council  Child 
Welfare  Clinics. 

On  production  at  a  Child  Welfare  Centre  of  the  booklet  issued  to  every 
holder  of  a  N.H.S.  hearing  aid,  batteries  and  wires  are  provided  free  by  the 
Clinic  Clerks  at  Infant  Welfare  sessions. 


CARE  OF  THE  AGED  —  WARDENS  SCHEME 

In  October  1966  a  report  was  submitted  to  the  Thorne  Rural  District 
Council  Wardens  Sub-Committee  on  the  first  three  months  operation  of  a 
scheme  in  Moorends.  It  was  reported  that  eight  wardens  had  carried 
out  their  duties  satisfactorily  and  their  services  much  appreciated  by  the  aged 
population.  The  general  terms  under  which  they  operate  were  reported  in 
the  1966  report. 

It  was  further  recommended  by  the  Sub-Committee  that  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  be  requested  to  proceed  as  speedily  as  possible  with 
the  preparation  of  Warden  Schemes  to  cover  the  whole  of  the  Rural  District 
and  that  the  County  Council  be  informed  and  advised  that  it  was  estimated 
to  involve  the  appointment  of  approximately  40  additional  wardens.  Each 
warden  to  be  provided  with  a  telephone  and  a  suitable  illuminated  sign.

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Smallpox  Vaccination 

Vaccination  against  smallpox  is  offered  to  the  parents  or  guardians  of  all 
children  during  their  second  year  of  life.  Children  whose  parents  accept  are 
invited  to  attend  the  Child  Welfare  Centre  or  their  own  General  Practitioner, 
depending  on  the  parents  wishes.

Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis  Immunisation 

The  parents  of  each  child  born  in  the  area,  together  with  as  many  known 
new  babies  arriving  in  the  area,  were  written  to  seeking  their  co-operation  in 
ensuring  their  child  received  the  necessary  protection  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis  and  smallpox.  Parents  are  also 
provided  with  special  ‘personal  record  cards’  in  a  plastic  folder  for  their  own 
use  in  recording  dates  when  their  child  received  the  various  injections. 

A  course  of  three  injections  with  triple  antigen  is  recommended  for  pro¬ 
tection  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus,  usually  about  2—6 
months  of  age.  At  the  time  of  each  injection  an  oral  dose  of  vaccine  is  also 
administered  against  poliomyelitis. 

A  final  vaccination  at  18 — 24  months  against  smallpox  gives  the  child 
immunity  from  all  five  diseases. 

Booster/reinforcing  doses  are  required  later  in  life,  usually  just  before  or 
after  entry  to  school.  13  schools  were  visited  for  this  purpose. 


Most  babies  now  receive  primary  immunisation  against  Tetanus  before 
the'.r  first  birthday  with  the  use  of  triple  antigen,  but  for  those  children  on  entry 
to  school  who  have  not  received  such  protection,  they  are  offered  it  in 
conjunction  with  a  diphtheria  reinforcing  injection.

Measles  Vaccination 


In  February 1968  the  Ministry  of  Health  accepted  in  principle  a  recom¬ 
mendation  by  the  Joint  Committee  on  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  that 
vaccination  against  measles  should  be  offered  to  all  children  from  one  year 
of  age  to  the  age  of  15  years  who  had  not  been  protected  either  by  previous 
immunisation  or  by  an  attack  of  the  natural  disease. 

Supplies  of  vaccine  were  limited,  and  in  view  of  this  it  was  necessary  to 
restrict  immunisation  in  a  ‘crash  programme’  of  children  aged  5-7  years, 
through  the  schools,  which  was  completed  by  the  end  of  June. 

Vaccine  supplies  increased  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  all  children  up  to 
15  years  of  age  had  been  offered  vaccination.

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

—  Electronic  Data  Processing 

The  County  Council  with  the  co-operation  of  the  General  Practitioners 
introduced  a  pilot  scheme  for  the  vaccination  and  immunisation  by  computer 
issued  appointments  in  the  Keighley  and  High  Green  areas  in  1967.  The  aim 
of  the  computer  scheme  was  to  increase  the  number  of  children  fully  protected, 
at  the  correct  time  in  their  lives  and  to  decrease  the  amount  of  administrative 
work. 
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At  the  Divisional  Medical  Officers  Conference  in  September,  1967,  it  was 
agreed,  in  view  of  the  success  of  the  pilot  schemes,  to  extend  the  scheme  to 
the  West  Riding  during  1968.  Accordingly  a  programme  was  drawn  up  and 
consultations  took  place  in  June  1968  with  the  various  bodies  concerned  and 
local  general  practitioners. 

At  the  time  of  negotiations  all  but  two  of  the  local  general  practitioners 
agreed  to  participate  in  the  scheme. 

Briefly,  the  scheme  approved  is  as  follows 

All  children  born  from  1st.  July,  1968,  and  residing  or  removing  into  the 
area  included. 

Parents  have  the  choice  of  attending  with  their  children  either  their  own 
general  practitioner  or  nearest  local  health  authority  clinic,  based  on  the 
following  immunisation  programme:

The  scheme  is  extremely  flexible,  enabling  doctors  to  have  a  choice  of 
varying  appointment  systems 


Basis  1  —  Treatment  to  be  given  each  week  during  normal  surgery  hours. 

Basis  2  —  Treatment  given  on  a  fixed  day  in  each  week. 

Basis  3  —  Treatment  given  on  a  fixed  day(s)  in  a  calendar  month. 

Basis  4  —  Treatment  given  fortnightly  or  three  weekly  on  a  fixed  day 

of  the  week. 


In  addition  to  the  above,  the  scheme  also  covers  children  who  may  attend 
without  an  appointment  when  further  appointments  are  fixed  at  correct 
intervals  in  the  child’s  life. 


The  first  appointments  of  the  computer  children  are  due  to  take  place  in 
January  1969,  and  1  shall  have  pleasure  in  reporting  in  more  detail  in  my  next 
report  as  to  how  the  scheme  has  progressed. 

For  all  children  born  prior  to  the  1st.  July,  1968,  these  are  followed  up  by 
the  nursing  staff  and  previous  administrative  arrangements.

In  addition  to  routine  inspections,  89  special  and  re-examinations  were 
done  during  the  year.  The  routine  medical  inspections  were  carried  out  at 
10  schools  and  undertaken  by  4  part-time  general  practitioners  employed  by 
the  authority  on  84  sessions. 

The  special  and  re-examinations  were  undertaken  by  a  Departmental 
Medical  Officer  of  the  County  Council  from  the  Doncaster  Division. 

Infestation  with  Vermin 

Health  Visitors  visit  schools  once  quarterly  for  the  purpose  of  examining 
pupils  for  head  and  body  infestation. 

During  the  year  17,927  examinations  were  made,  from  which  281  pupils 
were  found  to  be  infested. 
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SPEECH  THERAPY 


Unfortunately  the  County  Council  were  unable  to  obtain  the  services  of 
a  qualified  Speech  Therapist  during  the  year. 

In  cases  of  urgency,  general  practitioners  have  referred  children  through 
the  Doncaster  Hospital  Service  where  arrangements  wre  made  for  children 
to  be  seen  by  a  part-time  Speech  Therapist  employed  by  the  Doncaster 
Hospital  Management  Committee. 

The  County  Council,  however,  assisted  with  the  travelling  arrangements. 


AUDIOMETER  TESTING 

The  portable  transistor  type  audiometer  provided  by  the  County  Council 
for  Health  Visitors  was  used  for  the  testing  of  schoolchildren  in  the  6-7  year 
age  group,  and  during  the  year  639  schoolchildren  were  seen,  of  which  608 
had  no  appreciable  hearing  loss.  31  were  referred  for  further  investigation 
by  the  school  medical  officer. 


EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROAT 

Children  found  to  require  treatment  from  school  medical  inspections  and 
child  welfare  clinics  are  now  referred  direct  to  their  family  doctor.  The  family 
doctor  then  arranges  for  an  out-patient  appointment  with  Miss  R.D.  Dunsmore, 
the  Consultant  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Specialist  at  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary. 


HOSPITAL  EYE  SERVICE 

Children  requiring  attention  to  their  eyes  are  referred  by  the  School  Health 
Service  to  Dr.  K.  H.  Mehta  under  the  Hospital  Eye  Service,  who,  in  turn, 
arranges  for  any  necessary  treatment. 

A  special  clinic  for  such  children  is  held  once  weekly  in  Doncaster  and 

during  1968  237  children  were  seen  by  the  Consultant,  of  which  99  children 
were  prescribed  glasses. 
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ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT 


Children  from  this  area  can  be  seen  by  the  Consultant  Orthopaedic 
Surgeon,  Mr.  W.  H.  Maitland  Smith,  at  a  special  W.R.C.C.  Clinic  held  jointly 
with  the  Doncaster  Division  at  the  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary. 

A  clinic  is  held  as  required,  and  during  1968  6  children  were  seen  from 
this  area. 


PAEDIATRIC  CLINIC 

Sinoe  1948  Dr.  C.  C.  Harvey,  the  Consultant  Paediatrician,  has  visited 
this  area  to  attend  special  clihics  for  children  of  this  area. 

It  was  with  great  regret  that  I  was  notified  of  his  death  on  the  28th 
October,  1968.  His  advice  and  opinions  will  be  greatly  missed  by  the  parents 
of  the  children  hie  saw,  as  also  I  am  sure  by  the  local  general  practitioners. 

During  the  year  he  held  5  clinics  at  which  he  saw  11  new  cases. 
Attendances  totalled  30. 

Reference  of  children  for  paediatric  consultation  is  now  through  the 
general  practitioner  to  the  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary. 


CHILD  GUIDANCE  TREATMENT 

All  children  with  psychological  difficulties,  emotional  disturbances, 
behaviour  disorders,  or  who  appear  to  be  maladjusted  in  their  home  or  at 
school,  may  be  referred  to  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  by  appointment. 

The  clinic  is  conducted  by  a  Consultant  Psychiatrist,  Psychologist  and 
Psychiatric  Social  worker,  and  is  held  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre,  Armthorpe, 
or  at  the  Dunscroft  Child  Welfare  Centre  once  monthly. 

24  children  were  seen  at  the  clinic  during  the  year. 

DENTAL  TREATMENT 

The  County  Dental  Officer  arranges  for  the  dental  examination  of  children 
in  school  and  any  pupil  who  may  require  treatment  is  invited  to  attend  a  very 
up-to-date  and  well  equipped  County  Council  Dental  Clinic  at  the  new  Thorne 
Child  Welfare  Centre,  preferably  by  a  ppointment,  or  the  W.R.C.C.  Clinic, 
Thorne  Road,  Doncaster.

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


Patients  from  this  area  who  require  hospital  treatment  are  usually  admitted 
to  the  new  Psychiatric  Wing  at  the  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary  or  to  the 
Middlewood  Hospital  at  Sheffield. 

A  Mental  Welfare  Officer  is  on  the  staff  of  this  department  and  is  responsible 
for  assisting  with  admissions  to  hospital,  also  care  and  after  care  follow  up 
of  patients  discharged  home. 

During  the  year  153  mentally  ill  and  1  sub-normal  persons  were  referred 
to  the  Authority,  from  which  the  following  admissions  to  hospital  were 
arranged  under  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959  : 

5  patients  under  Section  29 
10  patients  under  Section  25 
1  patient  under  Section  26 
45  known  patients  admitted  informally. 

57  of  the  above  patients  were  admitted  to  the  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary, 
2  to  High  Royd,  Menston,  1  to  De  La  Pole  Hospital  and  1  to  Healev  Croft 
Hostel,  West  Ardsley.  Many  of  the  patients  however  were  discharged  after 
treatment  no  longer  needing  further  local  authority  care. 

Visits  to  the  mentally  ill  and  sub-normal  patients  during  the  year  by 
mental  welfare  officers  totalled  1582. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  157  known  persons  under  local 
Authority  care.  3  sub-normal  males  were  on  the  waiting  list  for  institutional 
care. 


Of  the  84  mentally  sub-normal  patients  living  at  home,  29  attend  daily  at 
the  Rawcliffe  Training  Centre  by  special  transport  provided  by  the  County 
Council,  and  two  adult  girls  attend  the  Adwick-le-Street  Training  Centre. 

Adult  trainees  are  employed  at  the  Training  Centres  on  simple  contract 
work  for  which  payment  is  now  made  by  the  County  Council.

Fifteen  dwellings  were  treated  for  bed  bug  infestation  during  the  year  and 
nine  houses  were  subject  to  a  barrier  treatment  to  restrict  the  spread  of 
infestation. 

Ants  once  again  were  a  major  pro  blem  in  dwellings  during  the  summer 
months,  but  repeated  spraying  carried  out  over  a  prolonged  period  was

Infestations  of  cockroaches  were  dealt  with  by  blowing  insecticidal 
powders  under  the  sub  floor  space  of  infested  dwellings  where  practicable, 
with  almost  100%  success.
